Wallsubera In Moscow I 

Vs know from the German Attache Gustaf Richter that Wallen- 
berg arrived In Moscow on 31 January 194S and was locked up la 
Luybyaaka Prison. It was la cell Mo. 123 that ho met Gustaf Rich- 
ter. The prisoners lived totally Isolated from the rest of the 
world la so-called "political Isolators." 

The two first prisoners X met in cell Me. 304 In Butyrska 
Prison, Zoltan Rlwo and Vilhelm Bargemans, were ia their seventh 
year of Imprisonment. This was in 1950. They had no Idee that 
Verld Var XX had ended nor that Eastern Burope now consisted of 
communist countries. They did not even know that Mao Tee Tung kad 
seised power In China on 1 October 1949. The meeting with the tve ! 

men In the "Isolator" was shocking, to put it mildly* X felt as 
If X ware burled alive. Both looked like mummies, graylsh-vhlte 
skim and undernourished • Zoltan Rlvo was a language professor and 
came from Budapest. Vilhelm Bergenaaa said that he had been a 
German passport inspector in Bukarest. Rlvo was la his thirties, 

Bergenann 45. They had been arrested by the VRfB In 1944. Rlvo 
told me that both he and Bergemann had been in Lefortovo Prison 
In Moscow until 1 April 1949.

Xt Is known from official Swedish documents and white books 
about Vallenbsrg that he left Lyubyanka Prison In mid-May 1945 and 
then was transferred to Lefortovo Prison, where Bergemann communi- 
cated with him through wall tapping. They did not learn much 
though. The tapping system was complicated aad time-coaenmiag and 
enceedlngly dangerous. Xf you were caught, the whole cell was 
punished by being placed In deep. Ice-cold basement cells under 
the prison dressed only In underwear for periods lasting from five* 
to twenty-five days. The bread rations were reduced to 300 grams 
dally, and the prisoner got half a liter of warm soup every third 
day only. X myself have been placed In these underground leebones 
twice and know that incarceration here of starving and weak prl- I 
aonera was tantamount to a death sentence.

In 1350 I oyoelf knew nothing about the Wallenberg caoe which 
1 didn't hoar about until 1 got out of "Gulag*" after uy return 
koM 9 I realised that "the Svedioh dlplonot" could only be Wallen- 
berg, ood I vao Interviewed by the Svedioh prone. My co-prloooor 9 
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Wilhelm Itiinua, with whoa I parts! oa 15 April 1951 whoa 1 wao 
lol to a prlaoa coap , also gave aa laforaatloa. X kaow aothlag 
ahoat Xoltaa Aiwa 'a fata. Wo woro separata! froa aaeh othar oa 
AS April 1951.
